Cooper.

Carmack 
was

north on Seventh avenue in front of 
the Polk flats and Colonel Cooper and 
his 
son 
Robin 
were 
approaching 
Seventh avenue on Union street. Soon 
after they came In sight of one anoth­ 
er the shooting began, Robin Cooper, 
it is said, firing two shots and Sena­ 
tor Carmack one. 
Colonel Duncan B. Cooper, it is said, 
drew his pistol, but It is said did no» 
fire. 
Senator Carmack fell to the ground, 
dying instantly. 
Robin Cooper was 
shot in the right shoulder, but was 
not badly hurt. 
It is understood that the trouble is 
cne of the results of the recent Dem 
ecratic gubernatorial primary in which 
Carmack was defeated. 
Carmack has, 
since lie has been editor of the Ten

The men fought at close quarters 
and there were but few witnesses. It 
was past 4 o’clock In the dusk of the 
afternoon. 
They met on Seventh ave­ 
nue north, directly in front of the 
Polk flats, a fashionable apartment 
house. 
Mr. Carmack had just lifted 
his hat to Mrs. Charles H. Kastman, a 
friend, who was passing. 
In a mo­ 
ment the firing began and Mrs. Kast­ 
man was a horrified witness at close 
r a n e e . 
So close was she that one of 
the Coopers is said to have Charged 
Carmack with being a coward and hid­ 
ing behind ft woman. 
Cooper’s friends 
charge that Carmack fired the first 
shot, but the dead man’s friends stout­ 
ly protest that his opponent was the 
first to shoot. 
The tragedy created the most in­ 
tense excitement throughout the city 
and within a short time the streets in 
the neighborhood were thronged.

the fires which It hold b urned in vain. 
Louis de Berquem cut and polished 
this stone, and nothing could equal the 
Joy of Charles the Timid when the 
Jeweler b rought him the great d ia ­ 
mond, so glittering with light that It 
lit up the darkness, and this to such 
an extent tha t the prince said, “ It will 
serve tne a s a night lamp.” 
Berquem 
received 3.000 ducats for Ids work. 
As for the diamond, this Is the one 
which w as found in Janu ary. 1 177. on 
the b ody of Charles the Timid after 
the b attle of Nancy. 
A soldier picked 
it up, sold it for one gold piece to a 
priest, who in turn sold It for three 
pieces of gold to a m erchant, who took 
it to the D uke of Florence.

The Deadly Poisoned A rrow s of th e 
Lissoo S harpshooters. 
On the wild frontier between China 
and British Burma is a barbarous tribe 
which 
lias no civilized supervision. 
George Forrest, an English traveler, 
tbus describe* the chief weapon of 
these people; “ If I bad to suggest a 
title for a book on tlu* Upper Sal win I 
should call it ‘The La mi of the Cross­ 
bow,’ which is the characteristic weap­ 
on of the country and the Llseoo tribe. 
Every Lis*00 with any pretensious to 
chic possesses at least two of these 
weapon* one for everyday one in hunt­ 
ing, the other for war. 
The little chil­ 
dren play with miniature crossbows. 
The men never leave their huts for any 
purpose whatever without their cross­ 
bows. 
When they go to sleep the ‘nu- 
kung’ is hung over their beads, and 
When they die It Is hung over their 
graves. The largest crossbows have a 
span of fully five feet and require a 
pull of fully thirty-five pounds to string 
them. 
1’he b*»w is made of a species of 
w ild mulberry of great toughness and 
flexibility. 
The stock, some four feet 
long in the war bows, is usually of 
wild plum wood. 
The string Is of 
plaited he rap and the trigger of bone. 
1 In* arrow, of si\t«*eii 
to eighteen 
Inches, is of split bamboo about four 
times the thickness of an ordinary 
knitting needle, hardened and pointed. 
The actual point is bar** for a quarter 
to «»tie-third of an inch, tlmn for fully 
an inch the arrow Is stripped to half its 
thickness, aud on this (K»rtion poison is 
placed. 
“The poison is Invariably a decoction 
expressed from the tubers of a species 
of aconltufn which grows on those 
ranges at an altitude of 8,000 to 10,000 
f«*et. 
Tli«* poison Is mixed with resin 
or souie vegetable gum to the consist­ 
ency of putty and is then smeared on 
the notched point. The ‘feather’ Is sup­ 
plied by a strip of bamboo leaf folded 
Into a triangular form and tied in a 
notch at the end of the arrow, with the 
point of the angle outward. 
The re 
duct ion In thickness of the arrow 
where the poison Is placed causes the 
point to break off In the laxly of any 
one whom It strikes, and. as each car­ 
ries enough poison to kill a cart horse, 
a wound is invariably fatal. 
Free and 
Immediate incision is the usual remedy i 
when wounded on a limb or fleshy part 
of the body, but at Chengka the uncle 
of the Laowo chief show«*d us a prop- 1 
a ration which resembled opium dross 
an*i which he said was an effective 
antidote. 
“With few exceptions the Lissoo 
seemed to us to be arrant cowards, 
but the crossbow a ml poisoned arrow 
are certainly most dialx>lical weapons 
An arrow from a war bow will pierce 
a deal board an inch thick at seventy 
or eighty yards. 
Some of the Tsekoii 
natives were so export that they could 
hit a mark four inches in diameter re­ 
peatedly at sixty to eighty yards. 
As 
no one goes anywhere without his 
crossbow and Ids bearskin quiver full 
of poisoned arrows and as every vll 
lagc is at fond with every other vil­ 
lage mutual suspicion Is inevitable. 
In open fight the Lissoo are usually 
careful to keep at a respectful distance 
from each other and behind oxhide 
shields which protect the whole of the 
body. 
But if battle is rare, murder 
and sudden death by ambush in the 
jungle are common.”

Democratic convention of 1896 and a 
member of congress 1897-1901 from 
the Tenth congressional district of 
Tennessee.

Checkered Career of the Brilliant Stone 
After the Death of Charlet the Timid. 
Some Facts About tho Invention of 
Diamond Cutting. 


Louis de Berquem, Rays tradition, 
was a poor Jeweler’s workman, but 
he fell In love with the daughter of a 
wealthy jeweler. 
This avaricious fa­ 
ther would not give his daughter In 
marriage to any man not possessed of 
gold. 
Louis, having neither "expecta­ 
tions” from relatives nor favor at 
court, sought to make his fortune. Ile 
had often heard tile father of his be­ 
loved remark that the man who discov­ 
ered a method of cutting diamonds 
would become very wealthy, for up to 
that time they knew nothing more 
than to scrape off the gravel, and the 
diamond was left In Its native state. 
Nelher lime, fire nor the mill could af­ 
fect tho diamond. 
After many Investigations and deep 
thought Louis bethought himself that 
Iron is fashioned with steel, which Is 
only hardened iron, and It occurred to 
him that perhaps the diamond would 
yield to the diamond. 
Ile made an 
experiment, which was at once crown­ 
ed with success. 
A few days later he presented him­ 
self before the rich jeweler with two 
diamonds cut into facets. 
Ile obtained 
the hand he sought and amassed a 
great fortune by his secret, which he 
divulged only after he had become 
wealthy. 
King Charles the Timid was the 
principal customer of Louis de Ber- 
quem. 
The fastidious enemy of Louis 
XI. then possessed a large diamond, 
since 
become 
eelebmted, 
accounted 
among the finest of precious stones 
But this diamond was ill shapen. and 
the fires which it held burned in vain. 
Louis de Berquem cut and polished 
this stone, and nothing could equal the 
joy of Charles the Timid when the 
jeweler brought him the great dia­ 
mond, so glittering with light that It 
lit up the darkness, and this to such 
an extent that the prince said. "It will 
serve me as a night lamp.'” 
Berquem 
received 3.000 ducats for his work. 
As for the diamond, this is the one 
which was found in January. 1477, on 
the body of Charles the Timid after 
tile battle of Nancy. 
A soldier picked 
it up, sold it for one gold piece to a 
priest, who in turn sold it for three 
pieces of gold to a merchant, who took 
it to tile Duke of Florence. 
From the hands of this prince it 
passed into the possession of tile king 
of Portugal. 
Ile sold it for 70,000 
francs to one of tile companions of 
Henri III., Nicholas de I!arlay, baron 
of Haney. 
Since thi 
time the first 
large diamond to be ' 
is known as 
“the Saucy.” 
This legend leal1 
or considera­ 
tions of the eutli 
iamonds as­ 
cribed to Louis de 
. ,aem at Brus­ 
sels in 1465. 
Hardly any one will assert boldly 
that no diamonds were cut before that 
date, but it is reasonable to suppose 
that Louis de Berquem regulated cut 
ting by arranging the facets. 
Long before the birth of Louis de 
Berquem cutting was known in India. 
Even In Europe we find among the 
treasures of the churches thick dia­ 
monds cut into table and culet, the 
upper sides beaten into sections. 
In 
1360, according to the Inventory of the 
jewels of Louis, duke of Anjou, is 
found an entire series of out diamonds 
There is mention of a flat diamond 
with six sides, of a heart shaped dia 
mond, of a diamond with eight sides. 
of a lozenge shaped diamond, of a dia­ 
mond pointed on four sides and of a 
reliquary in which was set a diamond 
cut in the shape of a shield. 
History informs us that 150 years 
before the first work of Louis de Ber­ 
quem there were at Paris, at the cor­ 
ner of the Corroyerle. several diamond 
cutters. 
The Duke of Burgundy, after a fas­ 
tidious repast given at the Louvre to 
the king and the French court in 1403, 
offered to his noble guests eleven dia­ 
monds estimated to be 
worth 786 
pieces of gold, the money of the pe­ 
riod. 
it is hardly possible to suppose that 
these were uncut diamonds; all of 
which gees to prove, notwithstanding 
come opinions, that Louis de_ Bfirsmejn

POSTMASTER MORGAN 


OF NEW YORK IS SHOT 


Wounded by a Man Who Then 


Ends His Own Life. 


New York, Nov. IO.—Edward M. 
Morgan, postm aster of New York city, 
who was wounded In the abdomen by 
a bullet fired by E. H. B. Mackay, an 
eccentric English stenographer, who 
then committed suicide, is resting well 
! and unless com plications develop he 
will recover. 
Mr. Morgan probably owes his life 
to the quick wit and bravery of his 
fourteen-year old 
daughter, 
Dorothy, 
who saw Mackay draw his revolver, 
and struck It with her hand. 
This 
deflected the bullet, otherw ise the 
postm aster would have been fatally 
wounded, for his assailant was at 
close range and fired four shots in all. 
The shooting occurred at One Hun­ 
dred and Forty-sixth street and only 
a short distance from Mr. M organ’s 
home. 
He was on his way down town 
at the time. 
An investigation of the life and rec­ 
ord of Mackay reveals that he was of 
a morbid nature and a form er inm ate 
of an asylum in W orcester.

Morgan and the postoffice authorities 
concerning the handling of his mail, 
nothing has come to light to indicate 
why he should have sought to murder 
the postm aster. 
His clothing when 
searched gave up between thirty and 
forty smokeless cartridges, a heavy 
sluneshot, a knife with a four-inch 
blade, and a clasp knife. 
A quantity of literature on social­ 
ism and a slungshot sim ilar to the one 
found on his body were discovered in 
his room. 
That he was rational dur 
Ing work hours, however, was attest­ 
ed by the Broadway firm of lawyers 
by whom he was employed.

LAND UT THE CROSSBOW. 


Th* Deadly Poisoned Arrows of th* 
Lissoo Sharpshooters. 
On the wild frontier between China 
aud British Burm a is a barbarous tribe 
which has uo civilized supervision. 
George Forrest, au English traveler, 
thus describes the chief weapon of 
these people: “ If I had to suggest a 
title for a book on the upper Sal win I 
should call it ‘The Lund of the Cross­ 
bow-,’ which is the characteristic weap­ 
on of the country and tile Lissoo tribe. 
Every Lissoo w ith any pretensions to 
chic possesses at least two of these 
weapons—one for everyday use in hunt­ 
ing, the other for war. The little chil­ 
dren play with m iniature crossbows. 
The men never leave their huts for any 
purpose w hatever without their cross­ 
bows. 
When t hey go to sleep the *nu- 
kung’ is hung over tiieir heads, and 
when they die it is hung over their 
graves. The largest crossbow-s have a 
span of fully live feet and require a 
pull of fully thirty-five pounds to string 
them. The bow is made of a species of 
wild m ulberry of great toughness and 
flexibility. 
The stock, some four feet 
long in the w ar bows, is usually of 
wild plum wood. 
The strkig is of 
plaited hemp and the trigger of bone. 
The arrow, of sixteen to eighteen 
Inches, Is of split bamboo about four 
times the thickness o t an ordinary 
knitting needle, hardened and pointed. 
The actual point is bate for a quarter 
to one-third of an Inch, then for fully 
an Inch the arrow is stripped to half its 
thickness, aud on this portion poison is 
placed. 
“The poison Is invariably a decoction 
expressed from the tubers of a species 
of aconitum w-hich grows on those 
ranges at an altitude of 8,000 to 10,000 
feet. 
The poison is mixed with resin 
or some vegetable gum to the consist­ 
ency of putty and is then sm eared on 
the notched point. The ‘feather’ is sup­ 
plied by a strip of bamboo leaf folded 
into a triangular form and tied in a 
notch at the end of the arrow, with the 
point of the angle outward. 
The re­ 
duction in thickness of the arrow 
where the poison Is placed causes the 
point to break off In the body of any 
one whom it strikes, and, as each car­ 
ries enough poison to kill a cart horse, 
a wound is invariably fatal. 
Free and 
Immediate incision Is the usual remedy 
when wounded on a limb or fleshy part 
of the body, but at Chengka the uncle 
of the Laow-o chief showed us a prep­ 
aration w-hich resembled opium dross 
and w-hich he said was an effective 
antidote. 
“W ith few exceptions the Lissoo 
seemed to us to be arran t cowards, 
but the crossbow and poisoned arrow 
are certainly most diabolical weapons 
An arrow from a w ar bow will pierce 
a deal board an inch thick at seventy 
or eighty yards. 
Some of the Tsekou 
natives were so expert th at they could 
hit a mark four inches in diam eter re­ 
peatedly at sixty to eighty yards. 
As 
no one goes anyw here without his 
crossbow and his bearskin quiver full 
of poisoned arrow s and as every vil 
lage is at feud w ith every other vil­ 
lage mutual suspicion Is inevitable. 
In open fight the Lissoo are usually 
careful to keep a t a respectful distance 
from each other and behind oxhide 
shields which protect the whole of the 
body. 
But if battle is rare, m urder 
and sudden death by am bush In the 
jungle are common.”
